mitted Treaſonagainſt their Creation:.they are cald 
to the Barre,their number infinit, theircrimes num» 
berleſſe: The Iury that muſt paſſe vpon them, are 
their fins, whoare impancl'd out ofthe ſeueral coun= 
tryes, andare {wornc to finde whole Conlcience 5 


the witnes, who vpon the booke of their liues, 
where 
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where all their deeds ace written,gtues in'dangerous 
cuidence againſt them,the Furies (who ſtand.at the 
elbowe of their Conſcience) are there readie with 


ſtripes to make them conteſle, for either they are the 


Beadels of Hell that whip ſoules in Lucifers Bride- 
well, orelſe his Executioners to put them to worſe 
Torments: The Inditements are of ſeyeral qualities, 
according to the ſeuerall offences; Some are arraig- 
ned for ambition in the Court; Some for corruptis 
in the Church; Some forcrucltic in the camp;Some 
for hollow-hartednes inthe Citie; Some for eating 
men aliue in the Country,cuery particular ſoule has 
a particularſinne, at his heeles to condemne him,ſo 
that to pleade not guiltie, were folly : to begge for 
mercy, madneſle: forif any ſhould do the one, he 
can put himſelte ypon none but the diuel & his an- 
oels : and they (to make quicke worke)giue him his 
paſport, It dothe other, the hands of ten Kings vn- 
der their great Seales wil not betaken for his pards. 
For though Conſcience comes to this Court, poore 
in attire, diſeaſed in his fleſh , wretched in his face, 
heauy in his gate, and hoatſe 1n his voice, yet carries 
he ſuch ſtings within him,to torture himlſelfe, if hee 
ſpeaknotrtruth, that cuery word isa Iudges (entece, 
and when hehas ſpoken, the accuſed is ſuffred ney- 
ther to pleadeforhimſelfe,nor to fee any Lawier,to 
arguefor him. | 

In whatalamentable condition therefore ſtands 
the vahappic priſoner, his Inditementis Implead- 
able, his cutdence trrefutable,the fat impardonable, 
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theTudgeimpenttrable, heladomentformidable: 
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tcrable; he muſt endure a arath without t* ig, tore, 


mens ending with worſe begttninge,by, 1 (hrikes 
others ſhallbe affrignted, himfelt atflited,by thou- 
jandspointed at, by not one amonegtt millions pitti. 
ed, hevſhall ſeeno good that may helpe him, what 
he moſt does toue.thalbe taken trom h1im,and what 
he moſt doth Joathe,ſhalbe powred into his boſom. 
Adde hercvato the faide cogitation of that diſmall 
place,to which he is condemned,theremembrance 
of which, isalmoſt as dolorous, as the puniſhments 
there ro be endured, In what colours thall I laic 
downe the true ſhape of it? Aſſiſt me Inuention. 
Suppoſethar being gloriouſly attired, deliciouſ- 
ly fealted, attended on majeſtically, Muficke char- 
ming thine care, beauty thine eye;& thatinthe very 
height of all worldly pompethatrhought can aſpire 
to, thou ſhouldeſt be trombled downe, from ſome 
high goodly pinnacle, (builded for thy pleaſure) 
into the bottome of a Lake, whoſe dep h is immea«. 
ſurable,and circuit incomprehenſible; And that be- 
in2 there, thouſhouldeſtin a moment beringed a- 
bout, withall rhe murtherers that euer haue beene 
fince the firit foundation of the world, with all the 


—Athciſts, allthe Church-robbers,all the Inceſtuous 


Rauiſhers , and all the polluted villaincs, that euer 
ſuckt damnation from the breſts of black Impietic, 
thatthe place itſelfe is gloomie, hideous, and inac- 
ccfible,peſtilent by damps;and rotten vapors, haun- 

| ted 
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ted with ſpirits, and pitchtall ouer, with cloudes of 
darknefle, ſo clammy and palpable, that the eye of 


' the Mooneistoo dull to pierce through them, and 


the fires of the Sun too weake to diffoluettiem,then 
that a Suiphurous ſtench muſt ſti] firike vp into thy 
noſthrils, Adders & Toades be ſtill crawling on thy 
bolome, Mandrakes and night Rauens ſtill ſhriking 
inthinc care,Snakes cuer ſuckingat thy breath, and 
which way {ocucr thou turneſt, a fire daſhing i in 
thine cyes, yct yecidingno more light than what 
witha glimſc may ſhewe others how thou art tor- 
meted, orcl{c {hcw ynto thee rhetortures of others, 

and yet the flames to bee ſo deuouring inthebur.. 
ning, that ſhould they but glow vpon mountaines, 
of Iron,they were able to melt them like mountains 


of ſnow. And laſt of all, thatall theſe horrors are not 


woucn rogether, rolaf for yeeres, but forages of 
worlds,yea for worlds of ages; Into what gulfof de- 
ſperate calamitie, wold not the pooreſt begger now 
throw himſelf headlong, rather then to talt theleaft 
aram of this bitternes, If imagination can giuc be- 
ing to a more miſerable place than this deſcribe? 
Such aone, or worſethan ſuch a one, is that, into 
which the guiltie ſoules are led captiue, after they 

havethcir condemnation. And what tongue isable 
ro relatethe grones and vlulations uf a wretch fo di- 
ftrelcd, a hundred pennes of ſtecle wold be worne _ 

blunt in thedeſcription, and yet leauc itvnliniſhed. 
Letvs thertore firhence the Infernal Seffivs are re- 
tourned, & the court breaking vp,ſeck outhis knight 
F 2 thip, 
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who hauing waited all this while forthe Diuel,hath 
by this time delivered to his pawes, the Supplicati- 
on for poore Perce Pennyles,and fo, Maineolio his Se- 
cretaric isreading it to h1m,but before he: was vp to 
the middle of it, the worke maſter of Witches, (nat- 
ched away the paper, and thruſt it into his boſome 
in great choller,railing at his Letter carrier,& threat- 
ning to haue him laſhr by the Furies,for his loytring 
{olong, or Cauterizde with hotte Irons for a Fugt- 
tive. But Mephoſtaphiles diſcourſing from point, to 
point, what paines he had taken in the Suruey of e- 
ucry Country,and how he had ſpent his time there, 
Sericant Sathan gaue him his bleſſing,and told him 
that during his abſence) both Perce Pennyles and the 
Poet that writ for him, haue bene landed by Charon, 
of whom he willed to enquire within what part of 
their dominion, they haue taken vp their lodging, 
his purpoſe is, toanſwere euery word, by word of 
mouth,yet becauſe he knowes,that at the returne of

call meanes)can pick out that pin anda web, which 
is ſtack into both his eyes (aad that, willvery hard- 
ly be ) Iris irrenocably ſet downe, inthe Adaman- 
tine booke of Fate , that gold ſhall be aperpetuall 
ſlaue to flaues, adrudgeto tooles, a foole to make 
Woodcacks imerry,whillt wiiemen mournetoritat 
anytime hechance to breake priion,and file for re» 
fugcintothe chamber of a Courtier, toa meere 
hawking countrie Gentleman, to an Aldermans 
heire,toa yong ſtudentatthe lawe,ortoany tradel- 
mans eldeſt ſonne!, thatrides forth to caſt yp his fai 
thers reckonings in fortified Tauerns, Such mighty 
ſearch ſhall be made for him, ſuch Hueand Cry af-.

Doctor Dj- 
es requeſts him (ina whiningaccent) torellhimif 
ther were any rich men in hcl,&if by any baſe drud- 
gery which the diuel ſhal puthim t00,8 which heel 


williogly moile in, heſhould ſcrape any mucktoge= 
G ther, 
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ther, whether he may ſet vp his tradein hell, & whes 
ther there be any Brokers there, that with picking 
ſtraws out of poorethatcht houſes to build neaſtes 
where his twelue pences ſhould ingender,might get 
feathers to: his backe, and their owne'too. To all 
whick queſtions,the vaut curier anſwers bricfly,that 
hee ſhall mecta number there, who once went in 
_ blackycluetcoats, and welted gownes, but of Bro- 
kers, theres alongerlaneofthem in hell, than there 
is in Zondony, Marry for opening ſhop, & to keepea 
Bawdy houlec for Lady Pecunia, Hoc ſi fatanegant, If 
the Bailiffe of Barathrudeny that priutledgeto thoſe 
that haue ſerued twice ſeuen yeeres ih the Freedom, 
theres noreaſon a Forrainer ſhould taſtethe fauour, 
This newes tho it wentcoldly down, yetas thoſe 
thataretroubled with the tooth-ache,cnquire of 04 
thers what the paine is, that haue had them drawne 
out,and think by that means they leſſen their owne; 
So it is ſome eaſe to Sir Timorhy,thirtic per centum,to 
harken outthe worſt thatothers haue endured, hee 
deſires therfore ro know how far itis from the earth 
to hell, and being told that hell is tuſt ſo many miles 
 fr6carth,as earth is fr6 heaue, he ſtands ina browne 
: ſtudy, wondring(fithencethelengthof the iournies 
' were both alike ro him, how it ſhould happe, that he 

' tooke rather the one path thenthe other, But then 
curſing himſelf chat cuer he fell in love with mony, 
 andthat(which 1s contrary to nature)he eucr made 
a cracktFrench Crowne, begetanEngliſh Angell, 
he roarde out, &ſwore,thathis gold ſure wold damb 
bim, For ſaics he, my greedinefleto feede mine cye 
Y with 
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with that, made meſtarue my belly, and vndo thoſe 
for ſixe pence, that were readietoſtarue. And into - 
ſuch an Apoplexy of foule,fel[I into with the luſt of 
mony,that I hadno ſenſe of any other happineſle : 
Sothat whilſt in my Cloſet I ſatnumbring my bags, 
the laſt houre of my life was told our, before I could 
tell the firſt heap of gold. Birdlime is the ſweat of the 
Oake tree,the dung of the Blackbird falling on that 
tree, turnes into that{limic ſnare, and in that ſnare, 
is the Bird her ſelfe taken, So fares it mee, mony is 
but the excrement of the earth, in which couectous 
wretches (likeſwine) rooting continually,cate tho- 
row the carth (ſo long, till at length they cate them- 
ſelues into hell. I ſee therefore, that as Harts, be- 
ing the moſt cowardly and hartleſſe creatures, haue 
alſo the largeſt hornes, So. wethat are drudges to 
heapes of droſſe, haue baſe and leanc confciences, 
bur thelargeſt damnation, There appeared to Timo- - 
.theus, an Athenian, Demory vmbra, and thatgaue 
himanet to catch Cities in,yer forall thathe dicd a 
begger.: Sure it was /mbra demons that taught me 
theruleof Intereſt: for in getting that, I haue loſtthe 
principall, ( my ſoule), But I pray you tell mee, 
Sayes my Setter vp of Sctiueners, Muſt I beſtript 
thus out of all? Shall my Fox-furde gownes belockt 
vpfrom me? Muſt I not haueſo much as a ſhirt ypon 
me? Heers worle pilling & polling the amongſt my 
countrymen the Yſurers, notarag of linnen about 
- me,to hide my nakednefle. 
No, ſayes the Light Horſe-man of Zymbe,

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nolinnen is- worne here, becauſe nonecan be wo. 
uen ſtrong enough to hold, neither doe any ſuch 
200d huſwiues come hither asto make cloathz one- 
ly the Deſtinies are allowed to ſpin, but their yarne 
{crues tomakeſmocks for Proſerpina.Youare now as 
you muſt euer be, you ſhall neede no cloathes, the 
Aires ſo extreame hor; beſides,there be no Tailors 
ſuftred to liue here, becauſe they as well as Plaiers) 
hauea hell of theicowne,) (vndertheirſhopboarg) 
andtherelyethcir tortered ſoules, patcht our with 
nothing but ragges. 

This Cateerc -being ended, our Lanſquenight 
of Lowe-Germanie, was readie to put ſpurtes to his 
horſe, atd takeleaue, becauſe heeſawe whatdiſcaſe 
bung vpon him, andthat his companion was hard 
at his heeles,and was lothto proceed in hisTourney, 

,Buthe, 2 nummos admiratur, thepayngroper, 
clingdeabout his knees like a Horflecch! and cons 
iurde him, as cuer hepittied a wretch eaten tothe 
barebones , by the ſacred hunger of gold, thathe 
wouldcitherbeſtow vpon him,a ſhort Table ( fuch 
20neasistiderothetaileof moſt Almanacks) chal. 
* king outthe hye-waies, be they neuer ſo durtic,and 
meaſuring the length of al the miles between town, 
and towne,to the breadth ofa haire, or it this Geo- 
graphical requeſt tooke vp too much concealdland 
ro haue it granted, thatyet (atlaſt) hee would tell 
him, whetherhe were to paſſe oucrany more riuers, 
and whatthe name of this filthy puddle was, ouer 


which hee was lately brought by a dogged water- 
man, 
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man.becauſefithence hemuſt runneinto the diuels 
mouth, hee would runnethe neereſt way , leaſt kee 
wearied himlſclte. 
Ofthis laſt requeſt,the Lacquy of this great Leu 
athan, promiſde he ſhould be maiſter,but he would 
notbring him to a miles end by land, (they were roo 
many to meddle with).

vponthe point of departing fromthe Shores of lite, 
and to be ſhiptaway into another world, ſhe is vext 
with a conſcience, and anauxious remembranteof 
all the parts thateuer ſhe plaide on the vnruly ſtage 
ofthe world : She repeats not by roate, but by hart, 
the inturies done to others,and indignities wrought 


| againſt herſelfe : Sheturnes ouer a large volume of 


accounts, and findes that ſhees runne out in pride, 
im luftes,in riots, tn blaſphemies,in irreligion,in wal- 
lowing through ſo many enormous and deteſtable 
crimes,that to looke back vpon them;(being ſo inf- 
nite) and vpon her owne face (being ſo fowle) the 
very thought makes her deſperate: She neuer ſpake, 
ordelighted to heare ſpoken, any bawdy language, 

; WG-4 but 
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but it now rings in hcreare, neucrluſted after luxu-: 
rious meats, but their taſte is now vpon her tongue, 
neuerfed the ſtght with any licentious obie, bur 
now they come all into her eye, eucrie wicked 
thought before, is now to her a dagger, cucry wic- 
ked word a death, cuery wicked aGt a Camnation : If 
ſhe fcapefalling into this Oczan,ſheis miraculouſly 
faucd trom aſhipwracke, hee muſt needs bea chur- 
liſh buta cunning Waterman,thar ſteeres ina Tem. 
peſt ſo dangerous : This fiſt Riuerisa bitter water 
in taſte, and vnſauoury in ſent, bur whoſoever drinks - 
downe but halfe a draught of his remeinbred for. 
mer follies, Oh it cannortchuſe butbe Amarulentum 
poculum, Gall is hony to it, Acheron like isa thick wa- 
ter, and how can it otherwiſe chooſe, being ſtirred 
with ſo many thouſands fighting perturbations. 
' Hauingpaſledouer this firſt Riuer (as now you 
are) you {hall preſcntly haue your waicſtopt with 
anotier, Its alittle cut by Jand rhither, buca tedious 
and dangerous voyage by water. 

Lies there a Boare readie (quoth my rich Iew 
of cHatta) to take me in ſoſooneas I calls No,faies 
the other, you mult waite your Marriners leiſure, 
che ſame wrangling fellow that was yuur firſt man, 
is your laſt man : Marric you ſhall lieat cuery Ha- 
vens mouth for a winde , till Be/zebubs hale you 7 
for Acheron, (after many circumgirations) talles in- 
ro the Stigian Lake (your ſecond Riuer carries that 
aame) It is the watcr of Loathſomneſfle, andrunnes 
with a {wiftet Current then the former : for when

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the ſoule ſees deathes Barge tarrying for her,ſhe be- 

;nsto beſorric for her ante-acted cuils, and then 
tees ſailing ouer Acheron, but when (hee drawes 
the Curtaine, and lookes narrowly vpon the pic« 
tures, which her owne hand drew,and findes them 
ro be velie, ſhee abhorres her owne workeman- 
ſhip, and makes haſte to hoifte vp more Sayles, 
and tobe tranſported ſwittly over the Stjgian Tor- 
rent, whoſe waters are fo reuerend, that the gods 
haue no other oath to (wedre by, 

Thethird River is Cocrtus ſomewhat clearerthen 
both the other,and is the water of Repentance,be- 
ing an Armie of Stix, Many haue here bene caſt 
away, and frozen to death, when the Riuer hath 
waxcn cold, (as oftentimes it doth) neither are all 
ſorts of ſoules ſuffred to ſaile vpon it, for to ſome (as 
if the water had fenſe and could not brooke an vn- 
worthy burden )it [wells vp into tempeſts & drowns 
them, to others more loue cannotappeare in Dol- 
phins to men, then in that does ſmoorthnes, 

Beſides theſe, there are P-legeton and Pyriphlege. 
ton, thar fall in with Cocytus (burning Rivers) In 
which (tho they be dreadfullto looke ypon)are no 
vtter danger - It the Ferryman waft you ſately,oucr 
the waters of Repentance, otherwiſe theſe hot ly- 
quors will ſcalde you. But whata TraitoramlTto the 
vndiſcouered kingdomes, thus to bring to light 
their deareſt treaſury, Sworne aml tothe Imperi. 
all State Infernall, and what diſhonour would it 


bee to my Knighthood, to be found forlworne ? 
Seale 
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Seale vp yourlips therefore I charge you,and drinke 
downea full bowle of Lethcean water, which ſhall 
waſh out of you the remembrance of any thing TI 
haue ſpoken: Be proude,thou Grandchild of Mam. 
mon, that haue ſpenttheſe minutes vpon tae, for 


- neuer ſhalany breathing mortall man,with tortures 


wring out of me {0 much againe. There lyes your. 
way: Farewel.Inſucha rangela nguage was this v4 
timum valeſentforth,that Mounſieur Mony-monger 
ſtoodonely ſtaring and yawning vpon him , but 
could ſpeak no more: yet atthelaſt{coniuring vp bis 

beſt ſpirits} he onely in a dumb ſhewe(with pittifull 
aQion, like a Plater, when hees out of his part) made 
ſignes to hauc a Letter delivered by the Carrier of 
condem nation,tohis ſonne,(ayong Reucller,prickt 
down to ſtand in the Mercers books for next Chrilt- 
mas,) which ina dumbe ſhewelikewile being recei- 
ued;they both turnde backe the Vſurer , Iookingas 
hunegrily,as if he had kit thepoſt, At the banck end, 


| when Plutces Purfiuant came to take water, Mercury 


(that runnes ofall the errands betweene the Gods) 


-hauing bene of a mcſlage from Ceres,to her daughter 


Proſerpine, ( the Queene of lower Africa) finding 
Charon ydlein his boate,; becauſe (as if it had bene 
outof Termetime) no Fares was ſtirring,fell tocaſt 
vp old reckonings, betweene himſelfe,and the weas» 
ther-beaten Sculler, for certaine trifling money laid 
out about Charons buſi neſſe . So that the Knighe

al! the gods know you area notable Pick-pocket, as 
the knightof the Poſt here can rake his oath , but 
whatis your Sum totals, (quoth Charon,) Summa 
zotalis, an{wers the other commes tothree ſhillings 
anda pennie. The Sculler told him , hee was now 
outof Caſh, it was a hard time, he doubts there is 
ſome ſecrete Bridge made ouer to Hell, and that 
they ſ{teale thither in coaches, foreuery Iuſtices wite, 
and the wife of eucrie Cittizen muſt be tolted now. 
But howſoeuer the market goes, beare with mee, 
(quoth Charoz)till there come another plague,or til 
ou heare of {ach a nother battell as was at Newport, 
ortill the Durkirks catch a Hoy of Hollenders, and 
tumble them ouer-boord,or till there be more ciuill 
warresin France, orit Parris garden would but fall 
downe againe, I ſhould not onely wipe off this olde 
ſcore, buthope to make me anew boat. Mercnry ſec- 
ing no remedy(tho he knew well inough he was not 
without mony)tooke his wings, & away went he to 
Olymprs.The Poſtsiorny lay nothing nerc that path, 
butinquiring whether one Peerce Pemnuleſſecame not 
ouer in his Ferry, : and vnderſtanding , becaulc hee + 
could not pay his Fare , he was faine to goe a great 
way about to E/Fzwr , thither in an Iriſh gallop is 
our ſwearing knight gone. | 
| Scarce was he out of kenne, but on theother 
ſide of the Riuer ſtoode a Companie crying out 
luſtily, A Boat, hey, a Boat , hey , and who 


- ſhould they bee but a gallant rroope of Engliſh | 
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ipirits ( all mangled) looking like ſo manie olde 
Romans , thatfor ouercomming death in their 
manly reivlutions,, wereſcntaway out of the field, 
crowned with the m:litary honour of Armes. The 
tormot ot them wasa perionage of {9 compoſed a 
prelence; that Nature and Fortune had done him 
vr0ng,if they hadnot made hima fouldier .-Inhis 
counterance,there was a kiade ot incignation, figh- 
ting with a kinde of exalted toy , which by his vety 
gciture were apparantly de{cipherable,for he was jo 
cond,thathis foule went out of him in ſo.gloriousa 
eriumtph , but diſdaintully angry , thatthe wrought 
her enlargement tlirovugh no more dauyngets : yet 
werethere bleeding witnefles itnow on his breaſt, 
which teſtified, he did not yezlde till hewas con. 
quered, and'was not conquered , till there was left 
* nothing of aman in him to be ouercome. For be- 
 fidesthoſe Morture Muti teſtes, which ſpake moſt 
for him,when he himſelte was paſt ſpeaking, (thogh 
their mouths were ftopped with ſcarres.) he made 
tiftto lay downean ouer-plus of life , (when the 
debt was diſcharged at one mortail payment be. 
fore) onely to ſhew in what abie accounr heheld 
deaths tyranny. Charoz glowting vpon him,deman- 
ded who he was , but heeskorning to be his owne 
Chronicle , and[not ſuffering any of the reſt to exe- 
| cute theoftice , theyall leaped into the Ferry . A- 
moneſt whom,one that ſate out of his hearing, but 
within the reach of the Waterman (to ſhorten the 


way)diſcourled all, thus: 
| Eng- 
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Eneland(quoth he)gaue him breath, Kemt educa- 
tion, he was neuerouer-maiſtcred, but by his owne 
affections : againſt whom, whenſocuer he got the 
vicorie , there was a whole man in him : he was of 
the ſword , andknew better how to endquarrells, 
then to beginne them ; yet was more apt to begin, 
then others (better bearded) were to an{wer, with 
which (ſome that were cuer bound to the peace) 
vpbraided him as a b!emiſh. His Country barring 
him(for wantof ation)of that which he was borne 
to inherit, (tame) hee went in queſtof it into the 
Low Countries, where (by his deare carnings)hee 
bequeathed that to thoſe of his name, with no- 
\ thing, buthis name ſeemed to deprive him of in 
England, Oſt-end being befieged, heloſtone of his 
eyes, whilſt he looked ouer the walls , which firſt 
ſtorme did rather driue him on to more dangerous 
aduentures , though tothe hazard euen'of a ſhip. 
wracke , (tizan like a fearetull Merchant) torunne 
his fortunes and reputation on ground, for the 
boyſterous threatnings of euery 1dle billow . So 
that his reſolution ſer vpon this reſt, to leaue all the 
remainerof his bodie to that Country, which had 
taken from him one of the beſt iewells of his life, 
ſince it hada peece ofhim , he would not fo diſho- 
nour theplace,as to carry away the reſt broken. Into 
the field therefore comes he, the fates putting both 
his eyes into one, (of purpoſe) becauſe hee fhould 
looke ypon none but his enemies : where, a battaile 
being to be fought, the deſert aduanced him to ad- 
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uance the Colours ; by which dignitie, he became 
one of the faireſt markes, which was then to be ſhot 
at: and where a great part of that daics glorie was to 
be wonne;for the Regent that tollowed his Enfigne, 
(by being hardly ſet to)giuing ground,and the cne- 
mics ambition, thirſting after his Colours, threw at 
all, hope to winne them. But the deſtinies (who 
fought on their ſide ) miſtooke themſelues, and in 
ſtead of {triking the Colours out of his hand, 
{mote him : in lo much, that hee was twice ſhot, 
and twice runne' through the bodie , yet would 
not {urrender his hold for all thoſe breaches , but 
ſtripping the prize for which they ſtroue , off from 
the ſtaffe that held it vp , and wrapping his dying 
bodic in it, drew out his weapon , with which 
befqre his Colours could be called his winding 
ſhece , hee threw himiclte into the thickeſt of 


daunger , where after hee had flaine a horſe-man, 
_ and two others moſt yaliantly , hee came off (halfe 


dead, halte aliuc) braucly, deliuering vp his {pirit in 
the armes of none but his friends and tellow ſoul- 
diets. | 

So that ( as it Fortune had beene 1calous of 
her owne wauering) death (at her intreatie) tooke 
him away , in the noone-tide of a happineſle , leaſt 
any blacke euenings oucrcaſting , ſhould ſpoile it 


xvith alteration . Hee was married to the honour 


of aficlde in the morning , and died inthe Armes 
of it the ſame day , before it was ſpoyled of the 
meyden-head : 10 that it went away chaſte _ 

WF vnble- 
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vnbleamihable. To conclude, (father Sculler) 
becauſe ſce wee are vppanlanding, here is as much 
as-I can ſpeake in his praiſe : he died auncient in 
the verte middeſt of his youth. Charoy humde and 
cried well;and hauing rid his boat of them, dire&ed 
them to thoſe happic places which were allotted 
out to none but Martialiſts. 

In this 17terim Sir Digoncrs worſhippe (our iwan- 
dring knight,) is walking with the monilefſe Ora- 
tor in one of the Ear gardens , to whom hee re- 
lates (zerbatimzr) his maſters anſwer and re{olution, 
which he recetues (conſidering he was now where 
he would be) with as few wordes as he was woont 
eo carrie pence in his purie. 1'ne Poſt hath as little to | 
ſay to him,& there for caſting aſlighteie(becautc he 
durſt do no other, for that place is not for him)vpon 
all the E/:Jian Courtiers, [likea diſdainiull phan- 
taſticke Frenchman, when he comes into a ſtrange 
Countne as tagugh hee trauailed rather to bee 
ſcene than to obſerue, ) vp he gettcs vppon one 
of the Diucls Hackneyes,and away hee rides about 


| his othet worldly bufinefle, about which , whi- 


leſthee1s ſweating , let mee carrie you vppe into 
thoſc 1nſule fortymate, which arc imbraced about 
with waters 1{wveete, redolent , and Criſtoline, 
the Teares of the Vine are not fo precious, the 
Nectar of the Gods nothing ſo ſiveete and deli- 
cious . If you walke into the Groaues , you 
thall ſee all . fortes of PBirdes m21o:ttouſly fing- 
ing, Shepheardes Swaines deitly pyping . and : 
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the trees cuer flouriſhing , the fruits eyer growing, 
the flowers euer ſpringing : for the very benches 
whercon they lit, Eads of violets, the buddes 
whereon they lie, bankes of muske roſes, their pil. ' 
lowes are hearts-caſe, theirſheetes, the ſilken leaues 
of willow : vpon which, leſt my intranced foule lie 
too long,and forget herſelte, letme heere (like oge 
ſtarted outof a golden dreame)be ſo delighted 
with theſe treaſures, which I found in my 
{leepe,thatfora whileI ſtandama- 
zed, and ipeake nothing.
